News Is Most Alarming 


London, June 15—All the news from

From Shanghai first came the_ repor 


jport that one of the foreign ambassadors 
*t Peking bad been murdered and on 
•of the legations burned. Later a dis- 
patch from Tien Tsin-, which is so ceai 
to Peking as to make reports more prob 
able, confirmed the report of the burning 
•of a legation—the Japanese—but die 
mot confirm the story that an ambassa- 
dor had fallen a victim of mob violence 


The destruction of the Japanese lega- 


tion, following BO soon after the murde 
•of the chancellor of the Japanese em- 
ibassy, will doubtless greatly add to the 
^difficulties of the situation, as Japanese 
eentiment is already at fever heat. 


Russia Lands 4,OOO Troops.

The readjustment to take effect July 


1 shows the postal affairs of Wisconsin 
to be in excellent condition. Of the

New England during the last few yenis 
profits ini the manufacture of' cottotn 
were practically nil. In the South theie 
is a bonanza. 


In the South they are making thirty, 


forty, sixty and some even seventy,' per 
cent, profits. 


In Massachusetts they have been mak- 


' ing about four to five per cent. 
Why 


do we have cotton cloth that a year ago 
WRS about two cents a yard, today 
quoted at three and three-eights, Dearly 
double? Are we to eay that these rnanu- 
far-.turers that are making ^ sixty and 
seventy and eighty per cent.'profits are 
putting up the price of cotton cloth. 
Not at all. 
The Southern people are 


getting the price that New England 
people are forced 
to have, just the 


same as tbe Standard Oil company is 
getting the prise that th,e small refineries 
are forced to have', and Carnegie is get- 
ing the price that the small iron mines 
and mills fire forced to have. Eaw cot 
ton has gone up since January, 1899 
from 5-J cents to 9i cents a pound,, 
which accounts for almost'all the rise in 
the price o'fthe cotton cloth, 
In Now 


England because, the cotton has risen 
the manufacturers have been forced to 
push up the price'of cotton cloth. 
The 


price New England can get 
of course 


the South can get in the New York 
market, They all send their goods to 
Worth street, and can all get the same 
price for the same quality. 


"The bonanza profits that are being 


made in the South are not exploitations 
of the consumers. They do not make 
anybody pay more for their cloth than 
do the New England mills. Not at all. 
It is because they are at the bonanza 
end, where with cheaper labor and ma- 
terial, they are using the best methods, 
the best organization, the latest devices, 
and consequently nre getting the maxi- 
mum profits. 


"If the South should put down its 


cotton cloth to a price where it would 
only yield five or six per cent, on the 
investment it 
would ruin every New 


•England factory that is producing cot- 
ton clotb, just the sume as the Standard 
Oil Company would ruin all the small 
refineries, and the Carnegie Company 
ruin small iron companies.

Good, Hard Work of Fire De- 


partment Prevents Spread 


of the Flames. 


ORIGIN OF THE FIRF. UNKNOWN 


At an early hour this morning tha 


plant of the Wiscorisin 'Carriage Top 
Company located on the north side of 
Wall street between Madison and Wash- 
ington streets was totally destroyed by 
fire. 


The loss was in the neiahborhood oi 


•from twenty eight .to thirty thousand 
dollars with an insurance of 
nineteen 


thousand, fifteen thousand five' hundred 
of which was on the factory and one 
thousand five hundred on the warehouse 
which was not damaged, 


The bulk of the insurance was carried 


by companies represented by Carter & 
Morse and was distributed as follows: 
S13.500 on stock, 83.000 on building 
and §1,000 on machinery. There is also 
one or two small policies placed with 
outside agents, the exact amount of 
which the officers of the company were 
not able to give. 


Alarm at Two O'clock. 


The alarm was turned in at 2 o'clock 


by a railroad switchman. When the fire 
department arrived the.fire had already 
gained terrible headway and almost the 
entire building was a moss of flames, 
long tongues of which were shooting 
skyward and clouds of sparks threatened 
to ignite the neighboring warehouses 
and dwellings. On the arrival of the 
fire department it was seen that more 
pressure would be necessary 
in order 


that they might effectually combat ths 
flames which threatened' almost 
the 


entire neighborhood and" a call for 125 
pounds pressure was immediately sent 
in and maintained .until fire out was 
struck at 4:45 o'clock.

Official information which I cannot 
question assures me that the Boevs' 
killed up to date number barely more 
than 1.000. • 


By the Maine and the- Nubia imd oth- 


er hospital ships England has sent 
liome her sick and wounded by hun- 
dreds. Hospital ships in Durban and 
Cape Town harbors bold other hun- 
dreds. In cities in Natal and tlie Cape 
Colony there are 
English • hospitals 


with still other hundreds of sick and 
wounded. 
In the vicinity of English 


camps and garrisoned towns there are 
still more- hundreds in hospital camps. 
All told, these casualties of England's 
dead, wounded and sick foot up be- 
yond a question into an appalling num- 
ber of thousands. Jly sources of infor- 
mation concerning the English losses 
have been, but Irregular and fragmen- 
tary, but those which I have bavo come 
through various channels which con- 
firm each other, statements of British 
officers, reports in the English South 
African press and conservative esti- 
mates and information .-from the Boers' 
side. But I believe I nm warranted in 
the 'general assertion of the severity of 
English losses. 


I have now been among the Boers 


for two weeks. I have been' in and 
through several of tho larger centers 
of the Eoer territory and have talked 
with men from all parts 'of the Trans- 
vaal and the Free State where Boer 
troops are located or Boer camps es- 
tablished. 
There are Boer wounded 


and Boer sick. There are Boer hospi- 
tals. But from no source and in no 
place do I see or hear of an alarming 
list of sick or disabled men. 
Those 


ghastly caravans of misery, the hospi- 
tal trains, do not pour into Pretoria 
and Johannesburg with their freight 
of suffering humanity. 


Notably of late the Boer losses have 


been insignificant. Since the battle of 
OPaardeberg, a month ago, the Boer 
losses have rivaled, in their compara- 
tive insignificance, the -American cas- 
ualties in tlie Philippines, while the 
English, in the still besieged Mafeking, 
in little skirmishes on the Natal side, 
In minor engagements, on the western 
border and in several somewhat move- 
important encounters iu the vicinity 
of BloemfoBtein, have rolled np a list 
of dead in battle almost if not quite 
as heavy as the total of the American 
casualties since the beginning of the 
troubles in the Philippines. 
Of- the 


deaths from disease and the hospital 
reports I cannot speak with accuracy 
beyond that, frqni 
observation and 


from hearsay, I can only believe that 
both arc heavy items. 


In a balance sheet of casualties tho 


British, as compared with the Boers, 
will show an overwhelming payment to 
the god of war. And the end is not 
yet. 
In all protracted wars disease is 


1 the enemy to be dreaded far more than 


shot and shell. In this respect all Is in 
favor of the Boor. He is acclimated; 
lie is accustomed to the free and open 
life of the fleld and the camp. 
His 


march in war is not so greatly differ- 
ent from his "trek" in peace. He is of 
tough aud hardy physique, accustomed 
to an unconventional life under cir- 
cumstances which to most of us, and 
even to soldiers of a British or an 
'American army, would involve much 
of hardship. 
Again, the Boer service 


has not thus far been continuous, Tlie 
Boer tights awhile, until he is tired, 
and then goes home to rest a little. 
That is one of the curious features of 
the Boer service, and It Is not without 
a certain element of humor. Not all, 
of course, take these vacations, but s 
very large number do.- It has at least 
been so common a custom, that It has 
become necessary to .systematize It in 
some, if not in 'all, commands. 


I saw a recent order under which 


commanding officers in the field were 
to provide, every 12 days, a drawing 
by which, upou each twelfth day,-10 
per cent of their men were granted a 
12 day furlough. 
1 presume the fur- 


lough was not compulsory, and I pre- 
sume the right to go home at any given 
time might be made exchangeable. 


It is a queer sort of system ia a queer 


sort of army, but it meets and pro- 
vides for an existing, condition. Again 
from the fact that tho Boer camp is 
not a continuous but is a readily and 
frequently moved institution, there is 
an avoidance of, almost amounting to 
an Immunity from, those enteric and 
other fevers, dysentery and other dis- 
orders, which in greater or less sever- 
ity appear to be tho inevitable attend- 
ants of military camps. More specifr 
ically organized military bodies do not 
and very often cannot adopt that al- 
most nomadic method by which some 
avoidance might be secured of the dis- 
eases of established carups. All this 
counts very much in favor of the Boer 
in a prolonged war In the Transvaal. 
j The Boer avoids pltcbed battles ex- 


cept in acting upon the defensive In 
well secu'red positions of his own selcc- j 


, tion. Ho avoids tlievaggres-sivo except 


1 in the occasional dash ot! guerrilla cluir- 
' acter. His purpose is to obstruct, har- 


i ass and annoy liis ouerny—to wear 
! him out and to force bim to wear liiui- 
| eelf out. 
His tactics arc not strictly 


! those of military science, but they np- 


j pear to prove eimututty .successful. 
At present, supplied r.s the Boers un- 
doubtedly are with ample financial re- 
sources, with guns, ammunition, pro- 
visions and nil the requisites for their 
purposes, there seems no reason to 
doubt their ability to kocp England in- 
terested for an indefinite time. From 
any direction of approach to Pretoria 
England has yet to cover iit the least 
200 miles o£ territory, moving constant- 
ly farther and farther away from any 
permanent base of supplies aud lieirjj; 
| ever obliged to leave behind IK.T along 
the way a strong protection of hur Hues 
.of communication. 


If it were no more than :i question of 


bullets, 1 should bo disposed to back 
England's1 numerical strength and her 
military organization tigaiust the Boor 
aggregation of individuals. 
But it is 


evidently not the preponderance of bul- 
lets alone which is to bring nn end to 
this war. England is fighting a moral 
purpose, a firmly rooted desire for., na- 
tional independence, combined with a 
phase of what might bo called a reli- 
gious fanaticism. 
The name of God 


appears and is frequently heard in 
Boer statements. Both the British and 
the Boers pray for the success of their 
armies, but while the Britisher prays 
tho Boer lias the fuller and firmer faith 
that God is with him and will give him 
the victory. Another point is notable 
in the religious phase. 
Probably the 


greater part of England's praying is 
done by people at home. A good deal 
of Boer praying is clone on tbe field, 
rifle hi hand. In the Boer case there is 
apt to be far more of reflex actio-.i upou 
the individual Qghter. 


But. 
granting even an indefinite pro- 


longation of the war and England's ul- 
timate conquest through superiority 
of numbers and armament, it by no 
means follows that the cud Is peace. 
It is far more liki-ly to be discord, with 
probable rebellion. England must not 
only whip the Boer, but she will find it 
also necessary to keep him whipped, 
and that will be even a harder matter. 
For nearly 100 years the Boer has 
fought against and moved away from 
British domination. 


• .While I w:is in Pretoria the Trans- 
vaal sec-rotary of state. Mr. Kictz, gave 
me a pamphlet entitled -'A Century of 
Wrong." 
It begins: "Once more tho 


day has dawned In our blood written 
history when we are compelled to take 
up arms and renew .the struggle for 
liberty and existence aud to iutrust 
our national cause to thru Providuuco 
which has loci our people by miracles 
through South Africa. 
The struggle. 


which has now lasted almost a cen- 
tury, which began with the forcing of 
a

Good 


Hope, Is rapidly neariug its end. Wo 
have reached the last act in the great 
drama, fraught with such tremendous 
issues for the whole of South Africa. 
Wo have arrived at that point at which 
It must be decided whether all the sac- 
rifices which our fathers and ourselves 
have laid upon the altar of liberty 
have been in vain, whether all the 
blood of our people by which. n.s It 
were, every part of South Africa is 
consecrated lias been shod in vain, or 
whether, by God's grace, the ccpostouo 
shall now ba placed upon the building 
that our forefathers began with so 
much suffering ,ind sorrow." 


This is the spirit In which tho people 


of the Free State and tbe Transvaal 
are fighting and hoping. It is a some- 
what absurd proposition to assume 
that such a people, coming of tlie old 
Dutch and Huguenot stock, every fiber 
of their national life steeped in that 
desire for independence for which they 
have fought and struggled through ail 
these decades, would uow. even if de- 
feated in war. quietly submit to Eng- 
lish domination in any form. 
Some 


would_ emigrate, going to America- or 
to the home of their ancestors iu Eu- 
rope. 
Some, including probably -two- 


score thousand fighting men, would 
remain a thorn in England's- side, a 
menace to England's peace in South 
Africa, a body almost beyond political 
assimilation. 
England has two ques- 


tions here, one of morals and one of 
,policy: Is she right in her battle with 
these people? and. Whether partly right 
or wholly wrong, is the game worth 
tbe candle to the English people? 


That the Afrikanders have every de- 


sire for peace is unquestionable. 
But 


the condition of that peace is their na- 
tional 
independence. That 
remains. 


and promises to remain, whether they 
be conquerors or conquered, a sine qua 
non. 
At the present stage of the game, 


despite some reverses, Kiniberley. La- 
dysmith, Pnai'de^erg and 
Bloeuifon- 


tein, the odds seom very strongly iu 
their favor, and their hopes and their 
courage are high and undaunted. Many 
of nature's forces tight with them, and 
the longer England's army stays here 
and the farther inland it advances the 
more .serious1 will be the natural and 
mechanical obstacles to be overcome.
